Social  conditions  remain  unaltered  in  this  primarily  agricultural 
district.  Full  employment  continues  to  prevail,  since  the  labour 
demands  of  industry  in  the  neighbourhood  and  of  the  important  brick¬ 
fields  which  occupy  such  a  relatively  large  part  of  the  district  itself 
seem  still  to  be  insatiable.  These  demands  tend  to  make  continuous 
in-roads  on  the  local  agricultural  labour  force  and  together  with  the 
acute  shortage  of  good  housing  accommodation  in  the  district,  must 
be  the  two  most  important  factors  contributing  to  the  fractional  decline 
in  the  mid  year  population  estimate. 


The  general  health  remains  good,  blit  the  birth  rate  has  shown 
a  fall  and  again  one  feels  that  the  housing  difficulties  facing  newly 
married  couples  may  possibly  have  been  a  contributory  factor.  The 
number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis — 15 — is  nearly  three 
times  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  importance  of  good  housing 
in  the  prevention  of  this  disease  is  too  well  known  to  need  further 
comment. 


The  Housing  Survey,  well  advanced,  but  incomplete  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  is  certain  to  reveal  the  necessity  for  a  very  substantial 
increase  in  the  rate  of  building  by  the  Council  if  the  relatively  high 
number  of  unfit  homes  are  to  dealt  with  in  the  next  five  years.  More 
vigorous  action  is  necessary  too,  if  the  problem — virtually  unchanged — 
of  the  families  living  for  the  most  part  in  very  poor  conditions  on  the 
hutted  camps  at  Sibson,  is  to  be  solved.  The  Survey  also  confirms 
that  there  are  many  houses  where  an  Improvement  Grant  might  well 
be  applied  for,  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  of  these  properties  will  be 
dealt  with  in  this  way  by  their  owners  and  turned  into  decent  homes. 
The  Council  has  decided  during  the  year  to  list  their  number  of  housing 
applicants  on  a  district  as  opposed  to  the  previous  parochial  basis. 
This  will  not  only  give  greater  flexibility  in  siting  new  houses,  but 
will  also  enable  the  priority  class  of  applicant,  e.g.  the  family  in  which 
tuberculosis  is  a  significant  factor,  to  be  re-housed  more  speedily. 


The  Council,  recognizing  the  urgent  necessity  for  keeping  old 
people  in  their  own  homes  as  long  as  possible,  have  included  in  their 
building  programmes  for  an  adequate  proportion  of  bungalows  which 
might  be  allocated  to  ageing  persons.  There  continues  to  be  a 
shortage  of  beds  for  old  people  both  in  hospital,  for  chronic  sick, 
and  in  Old  People’s  Homes,  and  delays  chiefly  in  admission  to  the 
former  continue  to  give  rise  at  times  to  much  anxiety. 


In  the  field  of  environmental  hygiene,  the  Drainage  Scheme  is 
not  yet  quite  complete,  but  will  be  ready  before  the  necessary  altera¬ 
tions  and  enlargements  can  be  carried  out  to  the  OidFletton  Council’s 
Sewage  Treatment  Works  to  enable  connection  to  be  made  thereto. 
The  date  for  this  is  now  expected  to  be  late  in  1955.  The  time  has 
now  come  when  the  drainage  requirements  of  other  parishes  might 
well  be  reviewed  by  the  Council. 
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Real  anxiety  is  being  felt  at  the  delay  which  is  occurirg  in 
carrying  out  large  scale,  jointly  sponsored,  improvements  to  the  water 
distribution  system  in  the  Old  Fletton  Council's  area.  At  the  present 
rate  of  housing  development  in  that  district,  unless  prompt  action  can 
be  taken,  the  supply  position  in  the  district  may  well  become  desperate. 

Once  again  I  should  like  to  thank  all  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  the  kindness  and  consideration  which  they  have  always  shown  to 
me,  and  all  their  officers  for  the  help  which  they  have  willingly  given 
to  me  during  yet  another  year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 
AREA. 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  : 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  general  arrangements  during 
the  past  year.  Bacteriological  specimens  from  Practitioners  in 
the  district  are  examined  at  the  Pathological  Department  of  the 
Memorial  Hospital,  Peterborough,  or  by  the  Pathological 
Laboratory,  Tennis  Court  Road,  Cambridge. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities  : 

(1)  For  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  a  motor  ambulance  is 
available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Peterborough. 

(2)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  the  area  is  covered  by 
the  ambulance  service  of  the  Soke  of  Peterborough  County 
Council  under  an  agreement  with  Huntingdon  County  Council, 
which  is  the  Local  Health  Authority  responsible.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  is  working  satisfactorily. 


(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  : 

Nursing  in  the  district  is  carried  on  by  two  qualified  nurses 
employed  by  the  Huntingdon  County  Council.  All  nurses  are 
certified  midwives  and  attend  the  majority  of  maternity  cases 
under  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Scheme. 

All  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor  and  a  report  with  details  of  home  conditions  and 
circumstances  is  completed. 

(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 

Infant  Welfare  work  in  the  district  is  still  carried  out  by 
the  Fletton  and  District  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Association  by 
arrangement  with  Huntingdon  County  Council,  the  Welfare  Clinic 
being  held  at  London  Road,  Old  Fletton,  every  week  on  Tuesday 
from  2  to  4  p.m. 

YAXLEY. 

An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Stretton  Hall  every 
4th  Friday  in  the  month  from  2-30 — 4  p.m. 

ELTON. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  situated  at  the  Highgate  Hail 
and  meets  on  the  2nd  Thursday  each  month  at  2-30—4  p.m.

In  1953  twice  as  many  houses  were  erected  by  private  enter¬ 
prise  than  in  any  year  since  the  War,  and  in  1954  nearly  twice  as  many 
were  erected  as  in  1953;  this  is  a  remarkable  achievement,  and  although 
it  will  probably  not  be  repeated  it  appears  from  the  plans  being  de¬ 
posited  that  the  1954  figure  should  at  least  be  maintained  in  1955. 

In  the  Council’s  building  programme  there  are  still  many  out¬ 
standing  problems.  Of  the  3  sites  of  temporary  hutments  at  Sibson, 
1  site  has  nearly  been  cleared.  The  Airfield  Site  (in  Elton  Parish)  still 
remains  and  the  Agricultural  Commission  seem  unable  to  reduce  the 
numbers  by  any  appreciable  extent.  With  the  closing  of  Sibson 
Industrial  Hostel  on  the  25th  September,  1954,  the  “reservoir”  of 
possible  tenants  for  these  hutments  has  been  removed,  but  even  now 
this  is  a  problem  which  will  not  solve  itself.  Conditions  at  these  camps 
are  primitive  and  the  matter  can  only  be  dealt  with  by  rehousing. 
The  Nissen  bungalows  at  Holmewood,  although  provided  with  modern 
conveniences  also  require  early  replacements,  as  the  cladding  is 
deteriorating  rapidly,  necessitating  continuous  repair. 
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The  Housing  Rents  and  Repairs  Act,  1954,  came  into  force  on 
31st  August,  1954.  Under  this  Act  the  Council  must  give  a  statement 
to  the  Minister  by  the  31st  August,  1955,  setting  out  an  estimate  of 
the  number  of  unfit  houses  and  the  programme  of  action  in  relation 
to  these  houses  during  the  next  5  years. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  is  being  speeded  up  to  give  an 
accurate  overall  picture  for  the  report  to  the  Minister.  From  the 
figures  already  obtained  it  is  clear  that  the  general  standard  of  housing 
in  the  district  is  low,  and  that  the  Council’s  building  programme, 
(which  had  a  slow  start  after  the  War  and  has  since  continued  at  only 
a  moderate  pace)  must  be  considerable  speeded  up  to  provide  replace¬ 
ments  for  houses  to  be  demolished. 

A  considerable  improvement  in  housing  standards  could  be  made 
if  use  was  made  of  Improvements  Grants  now7  available  under  the 
Housing  Acts.  Many  enquiries  have  been  received  in  connection  with 
improvements,  and  applications  should  be  numerous  in  1955. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  pressure  reducing  valve  was 
inserted  in  the  main  serving  F'arcet  Fen,  which  enabled  2  pumps  to  be 
run  during  the  day  at  Fletton  Avenue  Booster  Station.  This  impro¬ 
visation  has  made  some  improvement  in  the  pressure  at  Western  end 
of  Yaxley  Broadway,  but  like  all  methods  of  hand  control,  is  somewhat 
erratic.  TheCouncilsof  Old  Fletton  Urban  and  Norman  Cross  Ruralmet 
during  the  year  and  decided  upon  a  scheme  of  new  main  laying  and 
pressurisation  on  an  agreed  financial  basis;  in  view  of  the  increasing  calls 
for  water  caused  by  the  new  houses  being  erected  in  the  Whittlesey 
Road  area  and  Broadway  Yaxley,  and  the  increased  consumption  to 
be  catered  for  when  the  new  drainage  scheme  is  in  opeiation,  this 
pressure  improvement  scheme  is  a  priority  job. 

The  Agricultural  Water  Mains  Scheme,  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  lay  IS  miles  of  main  to  serve  107  properties  in  the  Fens  and  out¬ 
lying  areas  went  to  tender  during  the  year.  The  lowest  tender  was 
£43,000.0.0  and  a  starting  date  and  notification  of  grants  are  now7 
awaited.  At  the  request  of  the  Railway  Executive,  a  main  w7as  laid 
under  the  Level  Crossing  at  Holme,  in  advance  of  contract. 

60  Domestic,  14  Metered  and  41  Building  supplies  were  con¬ 
nected  during  the  year. 

23  burst  mains  and  34  services  were  repaired.  6  of  the  mains 
burst  were  again  in  Glatton,  emphasising  the  need  for  replacement. 
Prompt  attention  to  all  waste  kept  domestic  consumption  to  13.65 
gallons  per  head  per  day,  but  as  houses  are  connected  to  the  new  sewer, 
this  figure  will  gradually  rise  to  20  to  25  g.p.h.p.d. 
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DRAINAGE 


Progress  on  the  main  drainage  contract  at  31.12.54  was  as 
follows: — 

Main  sewers,  storm  overflows,  house  connection  and  rising  mains— 
complete. 

Pumping  Stations— 90%  complete. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  heavy  and  continuous 
rains  caused  many  problems,  and  were  a  contributory  cause  in  the 
settlement  of  many  sewer  trenches.  These  have  now  been  dealt  with. 

The  extensions  to  the  Treatment  works  at  Old  Fletton  are  still 
not  complete  and  hold  up  the  operation  of  sewers  in  this  area.  Progress 
on  both  of  these  schemes  is  slow. 

The  small  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Pingle  Bank,  Holme,  was 
constructed  during  the  vear  and  will  come  into  full  operation  earlv 
in  1955. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  fortnightly  collection  from  the  kerbside  continued.  One 
weakness  of  this  scheme  is  that  at  holiday  times  several  villages  have 
a  period  of  a  month  between  collections  ;  suggestions  for  overcoming 
this  will  be  made  shortly. 

Yaxley  tip  was  machine  levelled  and  fenced  during  the  year. 

Paper  salvage  increased,  and  is  now  more  valuable.  Nationally, 
waste  paper  recovery  today  is  155,000  tons  per  annum  more  than 
during  the  war,  and  now  accounts  for  28%  of  paper  consumed  as  com¬ 
pared  with  20%  in  1939  and  61%  in  1942. 

20  Litter  Bins  were  purchased  and  erected  during  the  year. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Slaughterhouses — Private  slaughtering  was  resumed  during  the  year, 
the  Ministry’s  policy  being  “moderate  concentration”  no  doubt  with 
a  view  to  eventual  centralisation  as  and  when  sufficient  abattoirs  are 
available.  In  this  District  2  applications  for  Slaughterhouse  Licences 
were  received  and  1  was  approved.  Meat  and  Food  inspection  duties 
are  still  delegated  to  the  County  Council. 

Civil  Defence— F  rom  18th  January  to  11th  February,  1954,  1 
attended  Easingwold  Civil  Defence  School  and  qualified  as  an 
Instructor  in  Full  Rescue,

For  yet  another  year  no  case  of  diphtheria  occurred,  but  in 
spite  of  this,  the  responsibility  of  parents  to  ensure  that  their  children 
are  immunised  before  their  first  birthday  (by  their  own  doctor  or  at 
a  County  Council  clinic)  remains,  for  freedom  from  this  dread  disease 
depends  on  a  high  all  round  level  of  immunity.  No  case  of  poliomyelitis 
either  was  notified,  and  it  seems  not  too  much  to  hope  that  the  future 
holds  out  a  promise  that  this  disease  may  also  be  controlled.
